ThQ Federal Government has'a resjaonsibility to protect the 
territorial and institutional integrity of the United States, and to tliis 
end, it must acquire information to exercise informed judgments in 
foreign affairs as well as information concerning the activities of 
foreign powers and their agents in the United States. In an effort to 
obtain this information, we should inquire whether the President, acting 
throuj^h the Attorney General, may authorize an agency of the Federal 
Government to utilize investigative techniques sucli as wiretaps, 
microphones and surreptitious entries witliout a court order. T}ie 
resolution of this question requires conruderation of the relationship 
between Presidential power and national security on the one hand, 
and the warrant requirement of the Fourth Amendment on the other. 

NATIONAL SECURITY 
and: PRESIDENTIAL POWER 

Alexander Hamilton wrote that men could differ regarding thi2 

creation of a Federal Government but tliat once such a Government was 

created and made responsible for the defense of the nation, it must be 

given the authority necessary to discharge that responsibility, Har^ilton 

recognized that "the circumstances that endanger the safety of nations 

are infinite," and for this reason, he wrote, no limits should be placed

Kuincrous dcci;nons of the United Stutcs Siu.j^me Court, 
moreover, have xiuUcatcd that the Prcsidcpt,^ as Chjcf Executive, 
possesses powers in foreign and military affairs which are not 
dependent on a specific legislative grant but derive iirom the 
Constitution itself. These decisions have also indicated that tlie

In United States v. Curtiss-Wright Export Corp. , decided by the 
Supreme Court in 1936, tlie Cpurt again commented upon the President's 
powers in the .area of foreign affairs. It .explained that there is a 
significant difference between the conduct of domestic, as opposed^^o 
foreign affairs, and stated that the Government's powers in t))e area of 
internal affairs are limited to those si^ecif ically enumerated in tlie 
Constitution. Li the area of foreign affairs, however, the powers of the 



Government arc nor<imitcd to thor;e set forth in tii>t7oiistilution. IX 

not cxpros.'Jly .set fortli in that clocunicnt, the Court wrote, the -ExeTTutfvc, 

as an attribute of sovereignty, would still have the power^to declarc and 

wage war" and "to maintain diplomatic relations, " 

• The Court in On rtiss -Wright , discussing the sensitive nature of 

foreign diplomacy and the need for secrecy, wrote tliat if the nation is 

to be successful in its foreign relations the executive branch must be 

afforded greater flexibility than it is permitted in the area of domestic 

affairs. Tlie President, not Congress, the Court reasoned, Is in a 

better position to be knowledgeable regarding conditions in foreign 

countries. "Secrecy in respect of information gatJicred by [Presidential 

sources and agents] may be highly necessary, and the premature

disclosure of it productive of harmful results. "

Tine Supreme Court in Hirabayashi v. United States went on to 

state that the President's-llwa*^owerii-i6-"the power to v;age war 

successfully" and held that the pov/er extended "to every matter and 

activity so related to war as substantially to affect its credit and progrcsi 

The Court went on to say that the Constitution has given to the President 

great latitude in determining the nature and extent of ^lie danger to the.'_ 

nation and the means to resist it. Regarding the judiciary's role in 

this area, the Court again emphasized Uiat it would interfere with the

President's power in this area only with extreme care* 



In J 94 8, tlu^tAipremc Court in Cliicaqo and^jutytorn Airlines , 

Inc. V. Water man Corp. reaffirmed andeI:;^boratccl on its earlier 

lidding in Curtiss-\Vrin:ht , supra. The Court in Waterman again held 

that the President is empowered to act with broad freedom and secrecy 

in the conduct of foreign relations and that the judiciary should not 

interfere with Presidential power in this area. Commenting on the 

sensitive nature of foreign affairs and the judiciary*s role in this area, 

the Court said: * ' . 

"The President . . . has available intelligence services 
whose reports are not and ought not to be published to the 
world. It would be intolerable that courts without the 
relevant information should review and perhaps nullify 
actions of the Executive taken on information properly 
held secret. Nor can courts sit in camera in order to be taken 
into executive confidences. But even if courts could acquire 
full disclosure, the very nature of executive decisions as to 
foreign policy is political, not judicial. Such decisions are 
wholly confided by our Constitution to the political department . . . 
Tliey are delicate, complex and involve large elements of 
prophecy . . . They are decisions of a kind for which the Judiciary 
has neither aptitude, facilities, nor responsibilities and which has 
long been held to belong in the domain of political power not 
subject to judicial intrusion or inquiry . , ,"^2 

The Congress has also recognized that the President has certain 

powers in the area of foreign affairs. Title m. qI the Omnibus Crime ' 

Control -and Safe Streets Act authorizes the use ot electronic surveillance-- 

for certain crimes. Along with the surveillance provisions in the ^ct, ther 

is the following proviso: . ' 

"Nothing contained in this chapter . , . shall limit 
the constitutional power of the President to take such measures 
as he deems necessary lo protect the Niition nr;ainst actual or 
potential attack or otlier hostile acts of a foreign power, to obtain 
foreign intelligence information deemed essential to the security

But the question is raised: Does the Fourth Amendment's

the rJupreme Court decided the legality of electronic surveillance by 

determinijig whether or not a trespass was involved; tlie Fourth Amendment 

was violated only if at the time of the installation there was a trespass on

In United States v. Ehrlichman ^a crinibial prosecution for conspiring to vie

judge. In fact, no court has hold that tlie President may not authorize. " - 
a surreptitious entry directed against foreign powers. Thus, it can be 
argued that the question is an open one. 



The Fourth Miicndmciit is concerned v/ith ^ll^rch^s ami seizures, 

not trcspii£;;jus jior fso; both the intcrceptipn'ol oral communications 

and a surreptitious entry coiistilwte significant intrusions upon interests 

protected by the Fourth Amendment. TInis, jl the President has the 

, i 

authority to autliorize v/arrantless electronic surveillraice against 
foreign pov;ers it would appear that he could constitutionally authorize 
a surreptitious entry against foreign powers. Of course, the court in 
United States v. Ehrlichman , supra , commenting on recent lower 
Federal court cases v;hich stated the President may constitiitionaUy 
autlwrize warrantless efectronic surveillance against foreign powers, 
characterized wiretapping as a "relatively nonobtrusive search. V 
But wiretapping is an intrusion that can last for an indefinite period and 
is pervasive, while the intrusion connected with a physical entry is of 
relatively short duration and is usually directed toward a specific 
objective. Thus, it would appear that where the objective of an entry is 
simply to_creatc the circumstances for monitoring it is actually less 
intrusive than wiretapping. Where the objective of the entry is to 
conduct phj^sical search, the disparity between wiretapping ancj a ^ 
physical entry may be narrov/er, and depending on the circumstances,/ 
a physical entry may approach wiretapping in intrusiveness. 

On appeal in the Ehrliehman case, the Departiiicnt of Justice 
filed a memorandum for the United States as amicus curiae [ friend of 
the court] , commenting on the legality of the different forms of

warrnntloss surveillance involving fprcigp.espioiia^ or intelligence. 

The document specifies: , - • . 

"It is the position of (he Doj^artment of Justive 
that such activities must be very carefully controlled. 
There must be solid reason to believe that fox'cign 
espionage or intelligence is involved.. In addition, •• . 

the intrusion into any zone of e^qiected privacy must 
be kept to a minimum and there must be personal 
authorization by the President or the Attorney General. 
The United States believes that activities so controlled 
are lawful under the Fourtli Amendment. In regard to 
warrantless searches related to foreign espionage or 
intelligence, the Department docs not believe there is a 
constitutional difference betv»'een searches conducted by 
wiretaiDping aiid those involving physical entries into 
private premises. One form of search is no less serious 
than another. It is and has long been the Department's 
view that warrantless searches involving physical entries 
"into private premises are justified imder the proper 
circumstances when related to foreign espionage or 
^ intelligence , . . "^^^ ' ' . 



CONCLUSION 

Numerous decisions of the United States Supreme Court have 
recognized that the President, as Chief Executive, possesses powers in 
foreign and military affairs which are not dependent on a specific 
legislative grant but derive from the Constitution itself and that the 
Constitution has given the President great latitude in. determining the 
nature and extent of the danger to the nation and the means to resi^ it. 
Concerning the judiciary's role in this area, the Court has emphasized

DETAILS : 

T. W. Leavitt to Mr. J. B. Adams memorandum of 
March 16, 1976, approved a March 18, 1976, communication to 
all field offices instructing personnel at SAC level and 
higher to furnish their knowledge of "any and all break-ins 
or surreptitious entries performed by Bureau agents or others 
. . . since January 1, 1966." The communication set forth 
several examples to be followed in responding to the inquiry, 
and requested that response should include recollections 
however incomplete or vague. Recipients were asked not to 
initiate a wide-ranging inquiry, but were requested to make 
reasonable efforts to obtain information about entries. 

Legal Counsel to Mr. J. B. Adams memorandum of 
March 19, 1976, advised of a court order filed in the SWF 
civil action against the Attorney General, et al. This order 
directed the FBI to produce additional materials relevant to 
the civil action's discovery motions, including materials 
relating to intelligence gathering burglaries conducted by 
the FBI against the SWP. In addition. Legal Counsel memorandum 
disclosed the existence, in the New York Office, of 25 volumes 
of unserialized documents showing surreptitious entries per- 
formed by the New York Office from the 1940s through 1975.

As detailed in W. C. Sullivan to Mr. C. D. DeLoach 
memorandum of July 19, 1966, Ccaptioned "Black Bag" Jobs) 

the procedure followed with respect to memoranda concerning 
surreptitious entries was that "... the Special Agent in 
Charge prepares an informal memorandum showing that he obtained 
Bureau authority and this memoreindum is filed in his safe until 
%he next inspection by Bureau Inspectors, at which time it is 
destroyed." It is evident that the policy outlined in the 
Sullivan memorandum was not, in at least one instance, strictly 
adhered to. 

In a communication of April 5, 1976,- the New York 
Office reported results of a review of the 25 volumes mentioned 
above for information pertaining to domestic security matters. 
The review showed a total of 73 entries directed against such 
groups as the CPUSA, the SWP, Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) , and the Weather Underground. Of the 73 
entries, 31 have been reported previously to the Department. 

Since documents of this nature have been located in 
the New York Office, it is possible that similar material exists 
in the field offices. To insure our full compliance with the 
Department's inquiry, we will survey all field offices for 
documents of this nature.
